Beware Of Stinging Caterpillars 


STINGING CATERPILLARS 
_ IT have had several calls concern- 
ing stinging caterpillars in the last 


month. There are several types of 


stinging caterpillars. One of the main 
ones is the flannel moth, However, 
there are several other caterpillars 
that do sting. They basically are 
hairy caterpillars that have stinging 
hairs. 

These caterpillars are usually 
found on shrubbery around your 
house. You have to brush against the 
Caterpillars to get stung. If you want 
to get rid of these caterpillars, just 
crush them or spray them with an in- 
secticide, 

Treat these stings as you would a 
bee sting. Of course, the longer you 
handle the caterpillars, the greater 
the sting will be. If you think you are 
having an allergic reaction, you 
should call or see your doctor.

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Injection Sites For Beef Cattle 


Rex Walden of Enterprise recent- 
ly pointed out that a great deal of in- 
formation has been handed out and 
talked about conceming vaccination 
sites for beef cattle. The primary rea- 
son for this is that once the injection 
is given, you can develop carcass 
problems once the carcass is at the 
processing plant. To avoid these 
problems, more and more processors 
are encouraging producers to be 
more aware of injection sites. 

I feel like within this article while 
talking about injection sites we 
should also talk about types of injec- 
tions. To begin with, always read the 
label as to where to inject medica- 
tion you are giving. In other words, 
it may call for a subcutaneous injec- 
tion, Subcutaneous injections are 
usually made in an area where skin 
fits loosely like the neck or chest 
wall, the arm pit or flank. You pick 
up the skin and insert the needle just 
under the skin and not between the 
layers of skin, 

The other most common type of 
injection is intramuscular, The intra- 
muscular injection is made deeply 
into any large muscle, 

There are other types of injec- 
tions--intravenous, _intraperitioneal, 
and intraruminal. All of these have a 
specific purpose behind them and 
are much more difficult to give. I 
recommend that you consult your 
veterinarian or someone who has 
done it before if you have never giv- 
en one of these three types of vacci- 
nations. 

There are two other injection 
types that bear mentioning. One is 
intramammary. This requires a soft, 


-bivnt injection apparatus to go into 


the teat to infuse this teat for treating 
mastitus. Another type of injection is 
intradermal and this would be given 
between the layers of skin. Usually, 
you shave a patch of hair prior to 
giving an intradermal injection. — 

For beef cattle there are bascially 
four sites for giving injections. The 
neck is a preferred sit because there 
is no carcass damage associated with 
the neck. Most of the time subcuta- 
neous shots are given in the neck, 
but also many people give an intra- 
muscular shot into the neck muscle 
with good results. 

Another site would be right be- 
hind the shoulder or elbow. This is a 
good intramuscular area and some- 
times if the skin is loose enough you 
can give a subcutaneous shot. 

The other two sites are located to 
the rear of the animal. One is the 
lower round just above the hock or 
the top of the rump. My own person- 
al opinion is that the top of the rump 
and loin should be avoided even 
though they have been the two most 
common places to give a shot. These 
are both top, prime cut areas off of 
any beef carcass and it is the most 
common site of losses due to injec- 
tion site lesions. Avoid the top of the 
rump and the loin. 

Try to confine your shots to the 
lower part of the rump and the two 
arcas right behind the shoulder and 
the neck, and I think you will avoid 
any carcass damage problem.

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ROBERT STEPHENS ELECTED COMMISSION CHAIRMAN 
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New Coffee County Commission alread

The first order of business for the 
Coffee County Commission in Mon- 
day's meeting was to be sworn in. 
Probate Judge Marion B. Brunson 
administered the oath-of-office to 
commission members. 

Commissioners taking office for 
the first time were: Windell Black, 
District 1; Lawrence Creel, District 
2; Jack Hanson, District 4; and Bern- 
est Brooks, District 5. 

Returning members of the com- 
mission taking the oath were: Robert 
Stephens, District 3; Sid Averett, 
District 6; and Bill Faulk, District 7, 

Selecting a commissioner to serve 
as Chairman of the governing body 
was the first official act by the new 
ly sworn in commission. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
was elected by the commissioners to 
serve as commission chairman for 
the next 12 months. The vote was 
taken by secret ballot. 

The commissioners later ratified 
the chairman vote during bill signing 
time by a vote of five for and two 
abstaining. Commissioners Sid Ave- 
rett and Lawrence Creel abstained. 

It didn’t take the new commis- 
sioners long to get a taste of contro- 
versy. 

During the general business por- 


tion of the meeting, Commissioner 
Wendell Black told commissioners, 
“T feel we need to put the process for 
a regional landfill on hold until the 
new commission can become famil- 
iar with it.” 

Black made a motion to postpone 
the regional landfill permitting pro- 
cess indefinitely until more is known 
about what is going on. 

The motion was defeated by a 
vote of 4 to 3. Commissioners Ste- 
phens, Averett, Faulk and Hanson 
voted against while Black, Creel and 
Brooks voted in favor of halting the 
permitting process. 

The Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management (ADEM) 
has scheduled a public hearing on the 
regional landfill for Tuesday, No- 
vember 24, at the Farm Center in 
New Brockton. 

Commissioners, who were mem- 
bers of the previous commission, are 
concerned that if the permitting pro- 
cess is stopped, it could cause the 
county serious problems down the 
road. 

They contend that even though a 
regional, 10-county, landfill permit is 
obtained, the county could still use it 
as a one-county facility only. 

The fact that they will have the 
permit will give them another option 
should they need one. It could give 
them a “bargaining chip” in negoiat-

ing a contract with a private firm to 
haul the county’s solid waste to a fa- 
cility outside the county. 

Commissioner Hanson feels that 
all the newly elected commissioners 
should become familiar with all the 
facts concerning the landfill issue be- 
fore making any decision on the mat- 
ter. 

Commissioner Creel later agreed 
that more thought should be put into 
the landfill matter before any action 
is taken. 

A motion was made and passed 
unanimously that the commission 
meet with ADEM officials, landfill 
engineers, the county engineer, and 
city officials to find out exactly what 
the status of the landfill is. No date 
for the meeting was set. 

Earlier in the commission meet- 
ing, a group of Elba High School stu- 
dents, an Advanced English class, 
voiced their concerns about locating 


a 10-county regional lanfill in Coffee # 


County. 

Cory Driggers, spokesperson for 
the group, outlined a three-step pro- 
cess for handling the county’s gar- 
bage. 

Step 1: Allow no outside counties 
to dump their garbage in Coffee 
County’s landfill, 

Step 2: Implement an extensive re- 
cycling program in the county. 
Step 3: Provide a countywide

The Elba City Council moved one

materials, 

Driggers told commissioners, 
“This land is only ours to borrow, so

Both Commissioners Creel and 
Hanson voiced their concern about 
bringing up matters and voting on 
them after the formal session has 
ended, Although the commission is 
Officially in session while signing 
bills, most of the visitors who attend 
the commission meetings leave after 
the formal session ends. 

When asked by one of the mem- 
bers of the news media if they would 
agree to refrain from such actions, 
several of the members of the com- 
mission were very vocal when re- 
sponding in the negative. 

Turning to more routine matters, 
the commission agreed to seek an 
Attorney General’s opinion on in- 
Stalling drainage pipe on church 
property.

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board meeting opened with approval 
of monthly bills totaling $34,913.

Elba BOE acts on recent complaints

The Elba City School Board 
meeting last Thursday was a far cry 
from recent meetings where as many 
as 175 citizens attended the meet- 
ings. 

Attending the meeting were the 
board members, an AEA representa- 
tive and one school teacher, 

The board took action on the nine 
points or complaints voiced by a 
group of Elba citizens who contend- 
ed black students were being ha- 
rassed, eic, 

The issue of telling Students they 
couldn't wear black clothes to 
school couldn't be confirmed, ac- 
cording to Superintendent Charles 
Pearce, 

Board members said, “We find 
this can’t be substantiated after rea- 
sonable and diligent investigation, If 
any person feels mistreated they are 
encouraged to come forward,” 

Basically the same answer ap- 
plied to the complaint of a list of stu- 
dents who were wearing black and 
the calling of police to the children. 
The Jr. Cheerleader program follows 
a prescribed set of rules, given to all 


participants before judging was 
done, Out of town judges are used 
and are racially mixed, 

The co-op program operates un- 
der strict federal guidelines and can 
only serve students within these 
guidelines, 

Pearce said Black History is 
taught from the regular state text- 

$ and no teacher avoids teach- 
ing Black History. The only other al- 
lernate would be to install a course 
in Black History, which could and 
may be done. 

The issue of Principal Charles

The Tigers will carry an 8-1 
record into the matchup, while the 
Rebels will enter the playoffs with a 
6-4 slate. 

"We've been working hard since 
way back in the summer to become a 
good football team and make it to 
the playoffs," stated Elba's Coach 
Mack Wood, "and right now I think 
we have a pretty good team and 
we're back in the playoffs.

.bad game can end your season. We 
have to keep working hard and play- 
ing hard to make sure the season 
doesn't cnd before we're ready to 
hang it up." 

"Records don't mean a thing in

In the playoffs 
it comes down to which team wants 
it the worst on one given night, and 
that team advances. Several years 
ago we lost in the opening round to a 
Holtville team that wanted it worse 
than we did, and two years ago we 
lost to Dallas County because they 
wanted it worse than we did. We 
thought we were better than both of 
those tcams, but they won and we 
went home and packed up the equip- 
ment. Our players have to practice 
harder than ever, be prepared to play 
their best on every play and give it 
that little something extra that could 
make the difference!" 

"Rehobeth has its best team 
ever," warned Coach Wood, "and 
will be fired up about being in the 
playoffs. Their losses to Slocomb 
and Houston County don't mean a 
thing now because the regular sea- 
son is over and the playoffs have 
Started. Rehobeth will be sky-high 
when they get here Friday night and 
they'll play the best game they have 
ever played," 

Rehobeth started the season with 
a bang and posted shutout wins over 
Cottonwood 34-0, Dale County 37- 
0, Louisville 30-0 and Ashford 7-0.
